Warren Signs ' Rig ht-To-Know' 
Bill Ending Closed Meetings 


• Last weekend, Governor Warren signed into 
law the so-called Brown b ill, a measure design­ 
ed to eliminate secret meetings b y local govern­ 
i n g b odies. 
It prevents all local b odies, b oards and com­ 
missions, like school b oards, sewage districts, 
city and county governments, planning com­ 
missions and the like, from holding meetings to 
transact b usiness without due notice to the pub ­ 


lic. 
It requires that all meetings b e open to the 


pub lic. 
i 
In signing the b ill, Governor Warren dis­ 
carded the “freedom of information” lab el 
which had long b een attached to the legisla­ 
tion. Instead he called it the “right to know” 
b ill, a lab el which pinpoints the real intent of 
the new law. 
It is the right of the people to know 
exactlv 
and every thing their elected representatives are 
Ihoing. It is not the function of tthese represen­ 
tatives, as this law emphasizes, to decide just 
what it is that the pub lic should and should not 
know. It is their function to carry on their b us­ 
iness out in the open where every one of their 
"b osses, the general pub lic, can see what kind 
>of a job they are doing. 
The Brown b ill is not the ultimate in proper 
legislation. Governor Warren called it “half 
.a leaf” b ecause it applies only to local govern- 
ifnent and does not include state agencies or the 
legislature itself. It has also b een criticized b e­ 
cause it contains no penalties for its violation. 
' But it is a proper step toward adequate recog- 
'nition of a situation which actually should need 
no law-making at all. It should b e ob vious to 
every one that the work of the employ ees should 
availab le for scrutiny b y the employ er—in 
this case the pub lic. But in many cases at state 
*** 
'and local government level, there is a decided 
tendency to hold star chamb er hearings, to 
meet b ehind closed doors and to feel it is an 
invasion of the privacy of the local b odies to 


have the pub lic or the press represented at their 
meetings. 
- This is a tendency which the lndependent- 
Journal has b een opposing for y ears, a ten- , 
dency which is not as strong in Marin as it has 
b een in the past and nor as strong as it is in 
many sections of the state. 
Under the new b ill, each governmental b ody 
will b e required, on request, to furnish notice 
to the newspapers 24 hours b efore an official 
meeting. T he lndependent-Journal will see that 
each b ody gets the request so that the people of 
Marin may know when, where and why the 
various local units of government are meeting. 
Governor Warren, in signing the 
B to w n b ill, 
also announced he is vetoing the Luckel b ill, 
legislation which declares it state policy that all 
state records are accessib le to the pub lic unless 
specifically closed b y law. 
1 he governor called the b ill a “pious eva­ 
sion” of the legislature’s responsib ility . “They 
desire the pub lic to b eliev e something was done 
so far as the state is concerned. The b ill does 
nothing other than to repeat one of the sec­ 
tions of the b ill I have just signed. It is a clear 
evasion to avoid doing lor the state what it did 
for the local governments and I will not b e a 
party to it.” 
Warren declared he b elieved it would b e 
easier to get “effective” legislation dealing with 
secrecy in state government if there is nothing 
on the lx>oks. His ob vious inference was that if 
there is any law, even an ineffective one like 
the Luckel b ill, it could b e used as an ob struc­ 
tionist argument against effective legislation 
later on. 
✓ 
From here in Marin, it appears the governor 
is correct. We need to open up many of the 
streams of information in state government, 
b ut it appears the Luckel b ill, as it finally 
passed, wouldn’t do the job . We congratulate 
the governor on signing the Brown b ill and for 
his forthright stand against the Luckel b ill.

Its an ­ 
nual take runs from $ 30,000 to

One m an sent in $ 50 and said: 
“Dear Sir: Enclosed find money 
(to pay for articles I approperated 
isic) without y our knowledge” He 
signed the note “a repnntent (sic) 
thief.”

She said she would con­ 
tinue to contrib ute to the fund un ­ 
til her “act” was settled. T hat was 
some time b ack and the money 
is still coming in “on account.” 
She never did explain w hat her 
sin was, or sign her name. 
An unknown person mailed $ 111 
“for pay m ent for articles taken 
from a warehouse and given to 
me. I should have known b etter. 
I hive had no use for the hot 
w ater b ottles 
since 
I 
accepted 


them .” 
A 
navy veteran, now retired 
said that in 25 y ears in b lue he 
had stolen some pencils, writing 
paper and “some discarded tab le 
cloths.” The m an calculated the 
value of the loot, added six per­ 
cent interest and figured he owed 
ab out $ 40.

Plan one per 
person unless size is large, in which 
ev ent, halv e after cooking. 
Prepare just before cooking. Cut 
off 1 inch of top with sharp knife 
or scissors; cut off stem about 1 
inch from base. Cook 20 to 45 min­ 
utes dependent on size. Drop into 
boiling salted water. Season by add­ 
ing clov e of garlic, thick slice of 
lemon, 1 bay leaf, tablespoon salad 
oil for each artichoke.

All cuts of 
meat contain complete high quality 
protein, B v itamins and essential 
minerals, so the rump is as good a 
buy nutritionally as a fancier stand­ 
ing rib roast of beef. 


Homemakers who hav e smaller 
families like the plan of buy ing a 
good sized piece of rump beef and 
hav ing 
steaks

braised for Swiss steak, an entire­ 
ly separate and fresh cooked meal. 
The larger piece of meat makes a 
roast dinner. Incidentally , all cuts 
of beef are good buy s today , so beef 
from standing rib roast to stew is 
budget fare at any one’s market. 


Good cocks in the market for 
the most economical of all beef 
buy s will choose the lean beef from 
the grassy plains and prairies of 
the West. It is the kind oi oeef 
best cooked by braising for which 
instructions are included with this 
article. Lean beef has the same 
high quality complete protein, B 
v itamins and essential minerals as 
other beef, but it has less fat. It 
will make nourishing stews, ragouts 
and braised dishes at the lowest 
prices in y ears. 


RUMP ROAST 
Sprinkle meat with salt and pep­ 
per. Place fa t side up on rack in 
open 
roasting 
pan. 
Insert 
meat 
thermometer through outside fat 
into thickest part of muscle so point 
does not rest on fa t or bone. Do 
not add water, do not cov er, do not 
baste. Roast in a slow ov en, <325° 
F.). For rare, roast 22 to 26 minutes 
per pound or until meat thermo­ 
meter registers 140* F.; for medium, 
roast 26 to 30 minutes per pound 
or until meat thermometer registers 
160* F.; for well done, roast 33 to 35 
minutes per pound or until meat 
thermometer registers 170* F. 


BRAISED RUMP ROAST 
Season meat with salt and pepper. 
Sprinkle with flour for a richer 
brown. Brown meat slowly on all 
sides in a little hot fat. Add small 
amount liquid. As liquid cooks away , 
a little more may be added. Cov er 
tightly . Simmer ov er low heat on 
top of range, or in a slow ov en, 
(325* F.) until meat is tender, (2 
to 3 hours for a pot roast).

Follow recipe for Braised Rump 
Roast. Use canned tomatoes, or to­ 
mato juice;

Greek Dishes Please Gourmets 


By PAUL HURMUSES 
ATHEN S—Americans 
Greek 
food—bu t easy on the oliv e oil and 
g arlic, please! 


Oil, staple food diet of the Greeks 
since the day s of Pericles 2,500 y ears 
ag o, finds the way into almost any ­ 
thing and ev ery thing here, from 
salad to dessert. 


The American hou sewife looking 
here for something to prepare at 
home in the way of a Greek menu 
looks at the liberal q u antities of 
oliv e oil prescribed in the recipes 
and q u ickly tries to fig u re some way 
of g etting arou nd it. 


It can be done. Bu t not with 
American sty le bu tter, which the 
hou sewife u ses in her cooking back 
in the United Slates. The best su b­ 
stitu tes are v eg etable oil and m ar­ 
g arine-ty pe shortening s. The Greeks 
frown on these. 


Transplanted Americans here — 
whose nu mbers hav e ru n as hig h as 
4.000 at a sing le time du ring the 
past six y ears of American economic 
and military aid administration in 
this cou ntry —g enerally hav e dev el­ 
oped a fondness for the Greek cu i­ 
sine, althou g h professional cooks 
don’t reg ard it as Greek. Like ev ery ­ 
thing else in this cou ntry , it is a 
melang e of East and West -r- the 
spices of the Orient cou pled with 
the sau ces of Italy and France. 


Hig h 
on 
the 
list 
of 
cu linary 
hu rdles to be ov ercome is the sy s­ 
tem of official weig hts and meas­ 
u res u sed in Greece. Meat isn’t sold 
by the pou nd. It’s priced by the u nit 
of weig ht known as the “oke.” The 
oke comes to ex actly 2.8 7 pou nds. 
Milk and v eg etables are also sold 
the same way , as well as by the 
kilog ram, which comes to 2.2 pou nds. 


The q u ality of meat in Greece 
has nev er been g ood. Beef standards 
here fall far below those in the U.S. 
and this accou nts for relativ ely lit­ 
tle u se of steaks and roasts off the 
local market. Roast lamb, howev er, 
is the most popu lar national dish, 
and increasing nu mbers of Ameri­ 
cans hav e taken to the traditional 
Greek lamb barbecu e. Here ag ain 
seasoning ’ is u sed with a lig ht hand, 
and the American hou sewife’s prob­ 
lem Is to manag e withou t the g arlic 
and spices and at the same time 
tu rn ou t a tasty dish. 


Since Greeks cook for big g er fam­ 
ilies than their cou nterpart#in the 
U.S. (the birth rate is considerably 
hig her here) the local menu s hav e 
to be trimmed down su bstantially 
to fit an American family of three 
or 
fou r 
persons. 
Practicaljy 
all 
Greek menu s are made u p with a 
v iew^ to g iv ing any where from eig ht 
to 12 serv ing s. 


This doesn’t mean that the fam ­ 
ilies are alway s that big . The people 
who prepare the recipes probably 
took into consideration the tradi­ 
tionally hospitable Greek who al­ 
way s likes to hav e a few friends 
and relativ es arou nd him when he 
eats. 


EXOTIC ANT) NUBILE TASTING as it is, this Near 
Eastern dish seems to sit as easily on the American palate as 
corned beef and hash, steak and potatoes, or the ice cream 
cone. Greeks call it dolmades, Armenians call it dolma, and 
Americans are calling it delicious.

DOLMADES 
Recipe for 6 serv ing s: 
1.4 lbs beef hambu rg er salt, pepper 
6 eg g s 
parsely , mint 
3oz. rice 
one chopped onion 
2 pints broth 
6 oz. bu tter 
1 tin g rape leav es 
2 whole lemons 
(if freshly cu t u nav bl.) 


or small cabbag e leav es 2 oz. flou r 
The hambu rg er is mix ed well in 
a pan with the salt, pepper, rice, 
finely chopped mint and parsley 
and a finely chopped onion which 
has been browned in a fry ing pan. 
Break two eg g s and mix with the 
hambu rg er. If the mix tu re is of 
too thick consistency for mix ing , a 
small q u aintity of the broth may be 
added to thin it. 


The g rape leav es (or cabbag e) 
are washed well, and dropped in 
boiling water to soften them. (Small, 
tender cabbag es shou ld be selected 
If they are u sed instead of the 
g rape leav es.) 
The mix ed hambu rg er 
is 
th e n! 
rolled by hand into small rou nd j 
balls, abou t one-and-a-half inches 
inn diameter, and placed indiv id­ 
u ally in each leaf. The leav es are 
then wrrapped completely arou nd 
the meat ball. The wrapped balls are 
then placed, one by one, arou nd the 
bottom of a casserole, bu ilding u p 
in tiers. Pou r the broth onto the 
meatballs, completely 
c ov e r i n g 
them. Place three ozs. bu tter in the 
casserole, along with a whole, u n­ 


peeled lemon, and cov er them all 
with an ordinary table dish. The 
dish is to prev ent the meatballs 
from rising ou t of place du ring the 
cooking . Cook on a mediu m-hot 
stov e for 45-60 minu tes.

Hav e y ou wished y ou had a really I 
g ood recipe for watermelon pickles?

Then here y ou hav e it. You i, prob­ 
ably cu t some of them in sq u ares or 
strips as u su al. Bu t lot “show-off” 
and for g ifts, do cu t some in leaf 
shapes. How? By u sing actu al leav es 
of simple bu t interesting shapes for 
patterns. Here are the details. 
Jean's Watermelon Pickles 
Rind of a 10 to 15-lb. watermelon 
Cold water 
4 cu p salt 
1 tablespoon powdered alu m 
(from a dru g store) 
Cu t rind in rather larg e pieces. 
Remov e all pink from inside with 
spoon. Peel off ou ter g reen skin 
with v eg etable peeler. 
Lay a real leaf—iv y or maple or 
the like, or a cu t-ou t paper pattern 
—on smooth side of 
rind. 
Trace 
arou nd it with point of knife, then 
cu t with sharp paring knife. Make 
g roov es on top to represent v eins 
if y ou like. (Cu t left-ov er scraps of 
rind into sq u ares or strips, or u se 
fancy cooky cu tters.) 
Dissolv e alu m and salt in enou g h 
cold water to cov er prepared rind. 
(The alu m firms the 
rind.) 
Let 
stand ov er-nig ht, then drain and 


rinse well u nder ru nning cold water. 
Cov er with cold water, heat to 
boiling , and cook g ently , abou t 20 
minu tes, u ntil barely 
tender 
bu t 
still firm. Drain. Rarely cov er with 
roid water, then drain and meas­ 
u re water, to see how mu ch v ine­ 
g ar, etc. y ou ’ll need. In place of 
each q u art of water, allow; 
3 cu ps cider v ineg ar 
1 cu p water 
5 cu ps su g ar 
5 inches stick cinnamon 
112 tablespoons whole clov es 


1*2 tablespoons whole mace or 
allspice 
1 lemon, thinly sliced 
Heat v ineg ar, water, and su g ar 
tog ether. Tie 
spices 
and 
lemon 
loosely in cheesecloth and add to 
the liq u id. Pou r ov er rind, and cook 
tog ether g ently , u ncov ered, 
abou t 
30 min., u ntil rind is tender and 
slig htly transparent. Carefu lly pack 
leav es 
into 
wide-mou thed 
jars, 
cov er with boiling sy ru p, and seal 
at once. Let stand at least 2 weeks 
before u sing . Makes abou t 3 to 5 
pints, depending on thickness of 
melon rind, size of leax es, etc. Left­ 
ov er sy ru p may be u sed for pickling 
fru its or beets.
